Earth Conservation Corps at Sep. SWNA

fter a brief summer break, the 
Southwest Neighborhood Assem¬ 
bly opened its 2007-2008 season 
of monthly community meetings with 
a September 24th program announcing 
SWNA’s partnership with the Earth Con¬ 
servation Corps on a Call Box painting 
project scheduled to begin in October. 

Introduced by SWNA Advisory Board 
member Thelma Jones, Glen O’Gilvie, 
President and CEO of the Earth Conser¬ 
vation Corps, spoke on the history of the 
Corps, its current efforts and future plans 
to restore the river and lives of discon¬ 
nected youth, and its interest in provid¬ 
ing service to the community. O’Gilvie 
expressed his interest in working with 
the Call Box Committee to restore South¬ 
west s historic police and fire call boxes, 
installed as early as the 1860s in order to 
summon emergency help. With the help 
of the Earth Conservation Corps, South¬ 
west DC will become the home of dozens 
of call boxes restored as historic works 
of art painted to represent our water¬ 
front community.
